On income tax, if taxation of 
small incomes continues, Mr. Cold- 
well said the government should 
abandon the pure tax and retain 
compulsory savings, leave rates as 
they are proposed in the budget, 
but make the taxes paid refundable. 

There was a need for more sav- 

ings to give low income people a 
reserve for the post-war period. 
The retention of compulsory sav- 

ings would serve both as a means 
of curbing inflation during: the 
war and curbing deflation after- 
wards, 


War finance had distributed the 
debt more widely among holders, 
but the? still was a concentration 
in the hands of the few, large in- 
vestors and banks, It was fantastic) 
that the government should pay in- 
terest to banks on money the gov- 
ernment had created. 

“Yet that is what is being done,” 
he said, “and bank profits, and of 
course, the notorious inner reserves, 
largely stem from this financial 
sleight of hands.” 

Mr. Coldwell congratulated the 
government on removing farm im- 
plement ‘tariffs, but warned this 
would not in itself assure farmers 
just prices since the farm machin- 
ery industry was a monopoly on 
both sides of the border.

“Therefore I urge upon the gov-

This sort of appeasement would 
fail since it would not succeed in 
Providing full employment, Nat- 
ional planning and public endea- 
vor were required, 

Despite the excess profits tax net 
Income of corporations after pay- 
ment of taxes was 29 per cent high- 
er in 1942 than in the average of 
the four pre-war years. 

The provision that business losses 
may be charged backward or for- 
ward for taxation purposes was 
equivalent to a reduction in corpor- 
ation taxes. He said he wanted as- 
surance that the farmer be given 
an equal chance to level out his in- 
come. 

DOUBLE DEPRECIATION 

Double depreciation to be allowed 
on certain new investments meant 
the taxpayer would put up half the 
investments, but get nothing in re- 
turn, The exemption of dividend 
of wholly-owned subsidiary non- 
resident companies was a costly 
concession which would enlarge 
profits of Aluminum Limited. 

There was no reason why the 
public should assume risks of 
drilling new oil wells as the oil 
industry was highly profitable 
and in a monopoly position. 

Mr. Blackmore said the key to 
solution of economic problems was 
in the adequate use of national 
credit. 

Money could be created by the 
government of any sovereign state 
and be used to provide the purchas- 
ing power required. 

“The amount of such money that 
can be safely created and used by 
the state depends on the goods and 
services which that state can pro- 
duce and consume,” said Mr. Black- 
more. 


INCREASE PRODUCTION 

“Thus the state by increasing its 
production and construction can in- 
crease the amount of mony it can 
have.” 

The debt-free money available to 
the government of any state could 
be used to modify the price struc- 
ture in that state and increase the 
income in the people's hands, thus 
meeting the needs of internal dis- 
tribution. 

Internal distribution could ‘be 
effected by mutual aid arrange- 
ménts. Mutual aid could be fin- 
anced by a large measure with 
debt-free money created by the 
state and spent into circulation. 
Thus mutual aid could be extend- 
ed to the degree necessary to en- 
able all peoples to be freed from 
want and fear. 

“Thus trade rivalry can be re- 
duced and eliminated,’ said Mr. 
Blackmore. “Thus the main cause 
of war can be removed.” 

There were indications peace was 
coming near and the peace arrange- 
ments would give the answer to the 
question of whether the Second 
World War was fought for freedom 
or the enslavement of mankind. 


SEES ENSLAVEMENT

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Senate Adopts 
Election Clause 


OTTAWA, June 30—(CP)—The 
Senate banking and commerce com- 
mittee adopted yesterday an amend- 
ment to the elections act bill clause 
which is designed to prevent Jap- 
anese voting in ths next federal 
election. 

The section provided that when 
in any province persons of racial! 
origin of a*country at war with 
Canada were barred from voting 
the same ban should apply 
throughout the Dominion, 


The effect was that Japanese, who 
are not allowed to vote in British 
Columbia, would come under a 
similar ban in all parts of Canada. 
The amendment restricts the sect- 
ion to such legislation now in effect 
and meets the criticism that any 
province could take action which 
would deprive persons in other 
provinces of their franchise. 
eine tte aes ake eReathet 231 a 
is radically changed, e.islavement 
of mankind will bt inevitable.” 

“In these circumstances there- 
fore, it is natural that the people 
should swing from one extreme to 
the other, from orthodoxy of cap- 
italism to the orthodoxy of social- 
ism,” he continued. A 

“It is the duty of Canadian 
leadership to show the people 
that both of these orthodox ways 
are false and that the true way 
must be based on freedom. In 
either of these false orthodox 
ways there is no freedom. 

“To have economic security Can- 
adians must reform capitalism.” 

The taxation structure has been 
crushing the Canadian people. 
There had been some revision, but 
it appeared heavy taxation would 
burden the people for many years. 


DRIVEN TO DESPAIR 

Canadians were being driven to 
a kind of despair by Liberals and 
Progressive Conservatives and were 
listening to talk of government 
ownership of industry. They would 
prefer Socialism to “horrible” con- 
ditions experienced in the last 15 
years, he said. 

Lt.-Col. Arthur Ross (PC— 
Souris) said there was a “great 
deal of extravagance” under the 
present government. The wartime 
information board spent $1,000,- 
000 a year on propaganda, much 
of it political and some of it mis- 
leading and false. 

Canadian agriculture suffered 
from a lop-sided development. Farm 
production expanded without a cor- 
responding industrial development 
which would have provided a home 
market. After the war there should 
be a program of selective immigra- 
tion for industrial employment and 
hot merely for land settlement as 
in the past. 

Many new Canadians and citizens 
of foreign origin had a better war 
record than native-born Canadians, 
said Col. Ross. The oldest group of 
Canadians were those of French 
origin. They had liberty, economic 
resources and spiritual ideals which 
were worth fighting for. 
IMPROPER LEADERSHIP 

“For the period of years prior to 
1939 they have received a false or 
improper leadership with respect to 

citizenship in this country,” he said. 

With proper leadership French- 
Canadians would be willing to do 
their part towards development of a 
new and greater Canada, This still 
was possible. 

Defence Minister Ralston a few 
months ago said the army had 
adequate reinforcements. Yet now 
the chief recruiting officer said 
there was urgent need cf 48,000 
men for overseas and attempted 
to shame young men into enlist- 
ing. 

Some 75,000 men were in the home 
army at an annual cost of $150,000,- 
000. They were kept there while 
men were needed overseas and 
farmers were unable to obtain help. | 

Frederic Dorion (Ind., Charlevoix- 
Saguenay) said it Was “stupid” to 
contend Canada could receive many 
immigrants simply because of her 
size. It would be better to keep 
Canadian-born citizens in Canada 
rather than replace them with new- 
comers.

Tomorrow is Canada's birthday and 
all over the Dominion orators and philoso- 
phers and statesmen will be telling Cana- 
adians how magnificently they are behav- 
ing and how great the country has grown. 

This is pleasant hearing, but it is still 
pretty strong nourishment for a nation 
which has shown its ability to fight but 
has yet to prove its ability to govern itself 
under changing conditions and standards 
and to take its proper place in the inter- 
national picture, 

Dominion Day should not be a time to 
measure Canada’s greatness or power or 
wealth only, but to measure Canada’s 
civilization. That is quite a different thing. 

The quality of a nation’s civilization 
can only be calculated upon its sense 
of spiritual values, And its sense of spirit- 
ual values is demonstrated in its attitude 
toward the weak and the unfortunate. 

It is this single point that separates us 
most sharply from the totalitarian nations. 
They consider it a duty to destroy the 
helpless. We consider it an honor and a 
privilege to carry the helpless upon our 
backs. 

Our prosperity and our national influ- 
ence and our military strength are gross 
and incongruous things so long as children 
are underprivileged and old men starve in 
garrets and the sick must assume a back- 
arene burden of debt in order to get 
well. 

These things determine the measure of 
our civilization and while they exist Can- 
ada can not take full pride in her birth- 
day.

The Quebec Elections 


The legislature of Quebec has been dis- 
solved and general provincial elections will 
be held on August 8th. The Godbout ad- 
ministration has been in office for five 
years. Its administrative record is the 
best in the history of the province and its 
policy has been progressive beyond pre- 
cedent. The enfranchisement of women 
and the inception of compulsory school 
attendance are outstanding instances of 
the forward-looking measures of social 
and economic reform which mark its rec- 
ord, and make that record distinctively 
one of advancement beyond comparison 
with that of any preceding government of 
the province. 

It is on this record, and on a continu- 
ance of the policy embodying it, that the 
Premier is appealing for a declaration of 
popular approval and the return of his 
Government. The news from Quebec makes 
clear that L’Union Nationale and the Bloc 
Populaire are to marshal their forces in 
the attempt to destroy the Government, 
halt this forward march in social and econ- 
omic affairs, and reinstitute the policy of 
inaction which characterized former prov- 
incial ministries consistently in varying 
degrees, 

The electors of Quebec are thus con- 
fronting a parting of the ways. They have 
the opportunity to declare that they want 
their province to move forward abreast of 
the others in the improvement of general 
living conditions and the achievement of a 
better social order. On the other hand they 
are being asked to throw out the Govern- 
ment which stands for these things, and to 
re-establish the reactionary provincialism 
which in the declared judgment of Quebec 
men of front-rank standing kept the prov- 
ince lagging behind the others and pre- 
vented Quebec men and women gaining the 
leadership in business and other phases of 
national life to which numbers entitled 
them, 

It is not therefore just another election 
that will take place in Quebec on the sec- 
ond Tuesday in August. The issue is funda- 
mental, It is of vital consequence, particu- 
larly to the young peopie of the province. 
It is of moment to Canada at large, because 
on the outcome will depend whether or not 
nearly one-third of the people in the Do- 
minion are to contribute their full measure 
to the general advancement and well 
being. Quebec will vote either for progress 
or for reaction, definitely.

In accepting nomination as the candi- 
date of the Republican party for the 
Presidency of the United States, Mr. 
Dewey pledged his party and himself in the 
clearest terms on the one subject of trans- 
cendent importance to the world. A change 
of administration, he said, would not in- 
volve any change in the military conduct of 
the war. And when it comes to making 
peace the United States — under any ad- 
ministration—‘shall participate with other 
sovereign nations in a co-operative effort 
to prevent future wars.” 

If at Berlin or at Tokyo there has been 
any hope that the United States might re- 
turn to isolationism as a result of the com- 
ing election, either during the war or after 
the war, this declaration on behalf of the 
one party which stands as a possible suc- 
cessor of the party now in power at Wash- 
ington must extinguish that hope. So far 
as Hitler and Tojo are concerned, and so 
far as concerns policies of aggression in the 
future, the position of the United States is 
plain and positive and above politics. 

This is one phase of United States pol- 
cy with which outsders may without of- 
fence express their warmest satisfaction.

issue, That fact will strengthen the confi- 
dence of men and women of good will all 
around the world that the present titanic 
struggle is not to be repeated a generation 
hence.

Pensions as Dues 


A spokesman for the department of fi- 
nance says the plan is to pay family al- 
lowances by cheque each month to the head 
of every family in Canada, Those not en- 
titled to keep the money would be required 
to return it when paying their income taxes. 
This it is said is a simpler and less expensive 
method than are records at Ottawa of 
ail families, family changes and family in- 
comes, and mailing cheques to those only 
who fall during any particular month 
within the statutory provisions. 

That is the way old age pensions should 
be paid, All those reaching the qualifying 
age should be sent the basic amount, re- 
gardless of whether they are rich or poor. 
Those, in good circumstances would have 
to return the money as income taxes, and 
the public treasury would be out only the 
amount retained by those by whom pen- 
sions were needed. It would probably cost 
less—as in the case of family allowances— 
to do the pension-paying in that way. 

But the more important consideration 
is that if everyone received a pension on 
reaching the qualifying age, no one would 
feel humiliated or be subject to sneers from 
the snobs. The old age pensions would 
then be paid as compensation due for ser- 
vices rendered the country in past years, 
not as compassionate allowances to those 
who had been less fortunate—or less grasp- 
ing—than others.

Civic Pride 

Editor Bulletin: “Edmonton's 
streets are the worst I have ever 
seen in any city.” How often one 
hears such remarks by citizens, as 
well as by visitors, and what an un- 
fortunate impression of the city to 
be carried away by the thousands 
of Ainerican, Australian, New Zea- 
land, Old Country and other visit- 
ors, “What an impoverished city it 
must be” is no doubt the thought in 
their ,ainds, Let, us look into the 
facts. First, undoubtedly, the city) 
covers a very large area for the 
population and in the years before 
the war citizens were told that lack 
of money, because of the wide- 
Spread area, prevented street im-| 
provements which were to be found 
in all other cities, larger or smaller. 
Edmonton's tax rate, admittedly has | 
been very high but the taxes them-| 
selves compare favorably with those 
in other cities for similar proper- 
ties. Some cities have assessments 
far beyond real value with a low| 
mill rate,, others have the reverse 
and still others a happy medium, It 
was no doubt a very wise and laud- 
able idea to avoid proceeding too 
rapidly with improvements, but it 
was probably a mistake to allow the | 
city’s streets to become in the con- 
dition they are today, part of which, 
but by no means all, is of course 
due to the terrific traffic of the last} 
two years, The extent of this traffic 
should not be held solely to blame} 
for the condition of the streets be-| 
cause they were in very bad shape | 
before the war, particularly the gra- 
velled streets. It may cost far more 
in the long run to put these streets 
in shape than if they had been kept 
up

Adding our signature to a check 
is all that is needed for us to with- 


draw money from our account at 
the bank. But the Chinese must 
affix his seal or chop or his checks 
are worthless regardless of how 


{much money he has in .the bank.| 
| His written signature, like that of} 


every Chinese, is worthless. 
All legal papers in China must 


| 
|bear the chops of the persons who} 
jexecute them, In our terminology | 


the chop is a “rubber stamp” but 
Chinese chops are never made of 


lrubber. They are made of wood,} 
|steel, bronze, silver, gold, crystal 


stone, ivory, bone or jade. The size 
varies with individual preference 
Personal chops are usually from 


one-half to three-quarters of an} 
inch square at the base and two) 


to four inches high. On the base 
of a chop are engraved the char- 
acters of the owner's name, so that 
when the chop is pressed into ink 
and then onto a document the 
formal legal signature of the owner 
is clearly shown.

The Challenge of Fruitful Seasons 


T THE climax of the harvesting season, an article in The Times 

A opened with these words, “Blessed with perfect harvesting 

weather, the gathering of the corn crops in the eastern and 
southern counties of England has been pressed ahead speedily. In 
some districts harvest is finished although the corn acreage was 
greater again this year.” 

Those opening words, “Blessed with perfect harvesting weather,” 
sound like an echo of the Prime Minister's acknowledgement of the 
harvest in prospect when he spoke, on an occasion two years ago, as 
“by the grace of God.” Our records appear to show that we have 
been blessed with abundant harvests in each of the four years, 
1940-1943, Surely this is a fact calling for more than ordinary recog- 
nition by our country! Four successive years of plenty might well be 
a noteworthy phenomenon at any time; but when the years are years 
of war, the bountiful provision calls more than ever for our grateful 
praise. \U 

It is to be hoped that this will be sufficiently recognized. Some 
of us have regretted a certain tone of boastfulness in forecasting har- 
vesting prospects—or a tone which sounded boastful because of the 
prominence given to the human side of the matter, in planning, till- 
ing, and organization. Much has been said about the increased area 
under cultivation, and the development of scientific and mechanized 
methods of agriculture; just as in connection with the military effort 
of the nation there is a temptation to lay unbalanced stress upon the 
output of ships and munitions. 

Diligent human effort is necessary enough in both matters; and so 
are human foresight and organization. Scripture itself puts this side 
of the matter in pointed language: “The sluggard will not plow by 
reason of the winter; therefore shall he beg in harvest, and have noth- 
ing.” That is a proverb with its directly spiritual message too, for per- 
sonal life and personal work for God! But “the grace of God," and the 
working of God, is the power to which we owe spiritual and natural 
harvests alike. 

“The joy in harvest,’ which has been rendered so wonderfully 
possible in these four needy years, is assuredly not for our deserts, 
nor by the wisdom of agricultural planners and the energy of agri- 
cultural workers. It is “by the grace of God,” who has “blessed” us 
with the conditions necessary for the attainment of the desired end. 

“Thou are good, and doest good,” is an ancient confession which 
we greatly need, as a nation, to take upon®our lips at the present 
juncture. 

The shadow of famine hangs over many other lands. Should the 
war in Europe end svoner than can even now be confidently anticipat- 
ed, much of the bounty which God has provided in our favored fields, 
free from invasion and enemy occupation, will be needed overseas. 

Here, once more, is an illustration of something always to be borne 
in mind, in matters spiritual and material alike. God does not enrich 
His servants with this world’s goods that they may live in luxury while 
others are starving. Nor does He bless us with eyes open to spiritual 
truth, and hearts open to spiritual treasure, that we may keep it to 
ourselves, but that we may be the means of spiritual blessing to others. 

The goodness of God is His merciful provision for human need is 
a challenge to faith; let us trust Him who has begun a good work to 
carry it to fulness, expressed not in word or in festival services only, 
but in holiness and righteousness of personal life and in generous 
dealing with the spiritual and material needs of our fellowmen. And 
it is a challenge to repentance; personal repentance, of which we all 
stand in need, and national repentance on a scale not yet dimly ap- 
proached.. 

A familiar psalm comes home to us just gow in its call to thank- 
fulness both for military deliverances and for harvest mercies. “O 
give thanks unto the Lord; for he is good: for his mercy endureth for- 
ever... 
dureth forever; and hath delivered us from our enemies: for his mercy 
endureth forever. He giveth food to all flesh: for his mercy endureth 
forever. 
durtth forever.”

Heavy-Yielding 
Crop Prospects 
Continue Good 


WININPEG, June 30—Prospects 
for a heavy-yielding crop continue 
good as grain enters the crucial 
stage of heading out and filling. 
Cool, rainy weather has prevailed 
and crops in some low lying areas 
are showing the effect of exces- 
sive moisture, according to the 
weekly crop report of the depart- 
ment of agriculture of the Cana- 
dian National Railways. 

Warm weather is now a necessity 
to permit crops to take full ad- 
vantage of favorable moisture con-| 
ditions. Some slight hail damage is 
reported but crops so far hit are; 
expected to make an excellent re-/ 
covery. Cutworm and wire worm 
damage is noticeable, but is not 
widespread or serious. 


LIGHT RAINS DAILY 


In southern Manitoba, weather 
has been cool with light to heavy 
rains almost daily, Some low lying 


fields are suffering from too much! 
rain but the loss will be more than! 
offset by improved conditions of 
all crops on higher ground. Barley 
is heading out and wheat is well 
into shot blade stage. Other than| 
too much rain, no damage is re-|

Throughout south-central Al- 
berta, crop conditions vary con- 
siderably.

Summer pruning of berry bushes 
is an important phase of their cul- 
ture. Raspberries and blackberries 
should be given certain pruning at 
this time to keep them within 
bounds and to induce better de- 
velopment of the new growth, It 
must be remembered that this 
year’s berries are borne on canes 
(branches) which started last year. 
Afier fruiling these branches die 


and must be cut off at the ground | 
to make room for new growth 
which will produce next year's 
trop 

The tip growth of this year's 


canes of black raspberries is 
pinched or cut off when the canes 
have reached a height of two feet. 
Purple raspberry 
tip growth is not pinched off until 
the new canes are between 30 and 
36 inches tall. Pinching back 3 to 
4 inches of the new growth causes 
several branches to develop and 
results in a low, stocky plant which 
will require no support by wire 
trellis. Do not pinch back new 
growth on red rasnberries; to do so 
will result in weak laterals, poor 
berries and canes that are suscept- 
ible to winter kill; 


Fruit growers remove al old 
canes soon after the berries are 
picked, They use long-handled 


shears and cut down to the ground, 
Many varieties are over-prolific in

all but five or six of the best canes 
should be cut to the ground,

Insulate Hot Water, 
Tank During Summer 


While many householders get at 
least part of their hot water in 
winter as a sort of by-product of 
their central heating system, in 
summer every drop of water used 
in the house must be heated espe- 
cially, and householders should in- 
sulate hot water tanks now. 

Thus, while the escape of valu- 
able heat is,just as great—probaply 
greater—in the winter, it is only 
during the warm weather months 
when the fire is out and the house- 
holder has to use extra fuel for 
all his hot water that he becomes 
conscious of the need for heat con- 
servation in his hot water tank. 
Foytunately though, this time of 
year is the best time for having 
any plumbing or steamfitting work 
done as plumbers are not burdened 
with emergency repairs to heating 
plants as is the case during much 
of the winter.
